CHICAGO, June 22.—'When it wa* known th a t the credentials commit­ 
tee had confirmed every name previously plaoed on the convention tem­ 
porary roll by the Republican national committee. Gov. Hiram Johnson of 
California walked out of the convention saying: 
"I do not oars to tee a 
continuation of the outrages that ar e being perpetrated.” 
Through Meyer Liesner, Gov. Job neon sent a statem ent to the conven­ 
tion declaring that he could no longer tit there or be bound by its acts. He 
flayed the tactics of the convention. 
He declared that the California pri­ 
mary law had been outraged, and that ho aa governor, sworn to protect the 
law, deemed it his duty to leave. The statement read: 
"I shall not sit in this convention during the nomination, nor consider my­ 
self honor bound by its acts. 
It ie not only a fraudulent roll foisted to de­

NEPHEW CONFESSES 
TO WHAT HE KNOWS 


Dierksen Has Had no Money in 


Bank Since M ay 14— Pass­ 


ed M any Checks 


"Bisbee, Aria., June 21, 1912. 
"Sheriff Ruddock, Santa Ana, Cal.: 
"I arrested Dierksen under orders 
from Hammel, Los Angeles 
County, 
same charge. Officer leaves tomorrow 
a. rn. for Lot Angeles with Dierksen. 
"B. T. WATSON, Chief of Police." 
Joseph H. Dierksen was arrested in 
Bisbee, Ariz., yesterday for- passing 
no-fund checks in Los Angeles, as 
shown by the above message receiv­ 
ed by the sheriff of Orange County 
this morning. 
It is understood that Dierksen will 
be tried in Los Angeles. Through the 
confession of Ed. Conliff, aged 20, a 
nephew of Dierksen, the officers here 
have a strong case against Dierksen, 
who is charged in a complaint sworn 
to here with passing a $50 no-fund 
check upon County Auditor Cal. D. 
Lester on June 13. 
Dierksen lived at Fullerton seven 
or eight years ago. At that time he 
owned the brick hotel building and 
other property, all told, worth $10,000. 
He moved to Los Angeles. His turn 
to the use of bad checks seems to 
have been but a few weeks’ old. He 
had an account in the All Night and 
Day Bank of Los Angeles up to May 
14. He passed several bad checks in 
Los Angeles. At Anaheim 
he 
gave 
five of his friends an opportunity to 
show their faith in him. All five of the 
checks have been returned worthless. 
San Bernardino friends were stung 
for two checks. 
Yesterday Sheriff Ruddock got word 
of a clew at Anaheim, and Deputy 
Sheriff Squires went to investigate, 
with the result that Ed. Conliff was 
arrested and held as a witness against 
Dierksen. 
Conliff stated that he was with his 
uncle for two days, and was present 
when several of the worthless checks 
were passed. He said that Dierksen 
planned to stop at Bisbee with a wom­ 
an with whom he lived in Los Ange­ 
les. After a week or two Dierksen, the 
woman and Conliff would go to Low- 
er California. 
Conliff became scared 
over 
the 
way things were going. 
At Colton 
Dierksen bought two tickets to Bis­ 
bee, one for himself and one for Con­ 
liff. After the train started Conliff got 
his grip and jumped off the train, de­ 
serting his uncle, who went on #to 
Bisbee. 
In Conliff’s grip the deputy sheriff 
found a 30-30 Savage rifle that be­ 
longs to a Los Angeles dealer. D ick­ 
son rented the rifle, and intended to 
take it away with him. It happened 
to be in the grip that Conliff took 
from the train. 
While Conliff knew of the trans­ 
actions of his uncle, there is nothing 
to show that he had anything to do 
with the making of the plans or car­ 
rying them out. He 
says 
that 
the 
story told by Dierksen to Lester, to 
the effect that Dierksen’s automobile 
had broken down here, was false. He 
says Dierksen did not have an auto­ 
mobile. Dierksen is 28 years of age. 
His relatives in the north end of the 
county are very fine people.

The 
recent 
completion of an addition as large aff 
the old building makes the Placentia 
Mutual Orange Association's packing­ 
house the largest in this section. It 
now covers an area of 126x126 feet, 
with a basement under 
the 
whole 
building in use throughout, and the 
offices on a gallery above the main 
floor. 
The installation of a drier and an 
automatic box-making machine make 
this house one of the most up-to-date 
in the state. The oranges ara dump* 
ed into a tank lined with 
brushes 
which take off every particle of for­ 
eign matter, then out in runs running 
under continuous heavy air currants 
from a large fan until 16 minutes af­ 
ter they enter the tank they lie clean 
and dry on the main floor ready for 
the packers who silently and swiftly 
roll them into squares of tissue paper 
and pack them In boxes ready for 
shipment to the consumers 
in 
far 
soattered portions of the land. 
The 
drier does the work of four or live 
people. 
This blower or drier also chilla the \ 
fruit so that it is packed in much bet-1 
ter condition than under the old way. 
The automatic box-making machine i 
does the work of a dosen men and 
takes only two men to operate. One 
can operate, bat not to na good ad­ 
vantage as two. 
The nails are fed 
into a magazine and the shooks and 
division and end boards 
in proper 
place and the machine assembles and 
nails up the boxes, four a minute, one 
man being kept busy feeding in the 
material and another taking the fin­ 
ished boxes away.
